UNITY BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
2000 REPORT 


As you can see from the cover of this report, we have dedicated this year's Annual Report 
to the turning of the new century. We have included several pictures and references to 
the town as it was almost 100 years ago, including a copy of the Annual Report from the 
year 1900. We hope that you enjoy, and can appreciate, the changes that have, and have 
not, taken place in the past century of life in Unity. As you look at the photos, you will 
instantly see the changes, but, look closer and you will note many things that have not 
changed. Another 100 years have passed. 


Our primary reason for the cover photo of the once-known Huntoon Tavern was to 
impress upon you the history that this building presents to Unity. Now known as the 
Fusscas property, this is the building which we are proposing that the Town purchase and 
begin to utilize. Yes, it is old and, yes, it needs work, but it has been a landmark of Unity 
for many generations. We would like to be certain that it remains a landmark of Unity 
for many more generations. 


The property consists of 3 acres of land, which are slightly sloping and relatively clear. 
Located at the south end of the Town Green, it is perfectly situated for any future Town 
Office needs. The land abuts both the fire station and the highway garage and provides 
room for expansion. (You may recall that the primary reason for rejection of last year's 
proposal to build on the Reed property was that property's lack of room for expansion. ) 
We have prepared a 5-year plan for the property which outlines our goals. We hope that 
everyone can support our proposal to purchase the "Huntoon Tavern" property and that 
we can being the development process of a Town facility. 


As always, our landfill continues to grow. This year, we asked an engineering firm to 
evaluate the property around our existing landfill and report to us on the viability of 
developing a new, fully-lined landfill. The estimated cost was very high, but that cost 
was based on developing a complete 10 acre landfill all at one time. Early in 2001, we 
will be asking for an opinion on the likelihood of developing a smaller section first, then 
expanding as the need grows. We feel this will offer significant cost savings up-front, 
while providing for a known source of our landfill wastes well into the future. 


Each year, we ask that you, the residents of Unity, continue to work with us to minimize 
the increase in volume of waste that gets buried in our landfill. We are happy with the 
base number of people that fully recycle, and we look forward to more people turning to 
recycling. However, until that happens, we need to do whatever we can to enforce our 
current landfill rules. We also need to consider implementing new rules to try to increase 
awareness of the need for our Town's recycling effort. 


The Recycling Committee has been working most of this year to prepare a functional 
landfill program that would help raise awareness, as well as provide for better 
enforcement of existing rules. We expect that there will be items on the warrant at the 


March 2001 Town Meeting which will address changes proposed for the operation of the 
landfill, with those proposed changes reflecting the work of the Recycling Committee. 
One change we expect to see is the addition of an enforcement officer for the landfill. 
This position will provide more control of what items are brought into the landfill, as well 
as enforcing regulations that exist or may be proposed. Any regulations we have are of 
no value if we do not enforce them. 


As always, our police department has had a busy year. Chief Nick Picerno has been busy 
taking care of court cases and solving crimes. His staff of part-time officers help to 
provide coverage when we might not otherwise have it. We live in a small town, but we 
are not immune to crime, as you can see from his Police Report in this booklet. We 
would encourage everyone to think "safety" and "security"....and please contact your 
Chief of Police if you see anything unusual at a neighbors house or around town. Citizen 
participation has been shown to be a significant help in reducing and solving crime. 


The highway department purchased a used truck this year and it has been very useful. 
We had a change in employees, with long-time employee Dick Sturtevant moving on to 
Newport highway department, and life-long resident Jason Lemere filling the vacant slot. 
The additional space constructed this year is essentially complete, with only some 
circulating fans needed to provide air flow to the new spaces. The addition provides a 
breakroom for the employees and another garage space for smaller equipment. We are 
hopeful that, with the purchase of the Fusscas property, we may now have the capability 
to install a septic system on Town property and tie the highway garage to that system. 
This would provide complete use of the new addition. | 


This year, local contractor Aaron Samuel Construction, provided what we believe to 
finally be a cure to the leaking skylights at the Town Hall. We have tried to keep an eye 
on the basement over the past few months since the repair and we have not noticed the 
water problem that had been observed in the past. There is still a problem at certain 
joints in the concrete foundation wall, but those we believe to have a more straight- 
forward solution. Our goal in 2001 is to provide a seal for the foundation and, finally, 
finish the Town Hall basement. This work would include the installation of two 
bathrooms, as well as providing finished walls, ceilings and floors. 


We have all watched the Bell Tower group continue on their quest to re-construct and 
erect a bell tower onto the Town Hall. Unfortunately, for most of us, that is all we have 
done. After so many years as a work in progress, we have decided to ask the Town, at 
the 2001 Town Meeting, to support an appropriation of $20,000 to help pay for the 
necessary labor to complete the project in 2001. The funding for this project has, for the 
most part, been obtained through private sources and volunteer fund raising. It has been 
an extraordinary effort, and we want to help the building group to see the project to 
completion. We believe that the amount we have requested will both inject the Bell 
Tower committee with new spirit, as well as provide the necessary finances to see the 
project through in a timely manner. We are asking for your support for this warrant 
article request, and the Committee is asking for your support on any Saturday that you 
can spare. 


Finally, we thank everyone who has contributed to their town this year. This includes 
elected officials, appointed officials and volunteers, all of whom work so hardtotryto _ 
make this town a better place to live. We celebrate the past 100 years in Unity, and look 
forward to as many years as we can hope to live in our small, but vibrant, community.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Unity in the County of Sullivan in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday the 13" of March at 10:00 
a.m. in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects. 


ARTICLE 1. “Are you in favor of the adoption of the amendment to the existing Unity Land Use 
Ordinance as proposed by the Unity Planning Board?” 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for ensuing year. 


The business meeting will reconvene at 12:00 noon, March 17", 2001 at the Town Hall for the 
continuation of business. Motion to continue meeting. 


ARTICLE 3. Toreceive reports of Town Officers and take action thereon. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to be added to the 
Capital Reserve Cemetery Land Trust already established. SELECTMEN RECOMMEND A YES VOTE. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be added to the 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of a new Police Cruiser. SELECTMEN RECOMMEND A YES 
VOLE. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,000 to be added to the 
Highway Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund already established and name the Selectmen agents to expend the 
Fund.

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 to be added to the 
Expendable Trust Fund already established for continued restoration of Vital Records and name the 
Selectmen agents to expend the Fund. SELECTMEN RECOMMEND A YES VOTE. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,750 to be added to the 
Well Monitoring Expendable Fund Trust already established and name the Selectmen agents to expend the 
Fund. SELECTMEN RECOMMEND A YES VOTE. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $88,523 for the purpose of Capital 
Outlay Road Construction. This is offset by Highway Subsidy Funds. SELECTMEN RECOMMEND A 
aes: VOTE. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Landfill Equipment and to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be 
placed in this fund.

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will ratify last years vote to create an Expendable Trust Fund to be 
called Police Equipment Fund and to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 to this Fund, and to name 
the Selectmen and Police Chief agents to expend this Fund.

ARTICLE 21. Polling hours in the Town of Unity are now 8:00 AM to 7:00 PM. Shall we place a 
question on the state election ballot to change polling hours so that polls shall open at 10:00 AM and close 
at 7:00 PM for all regular state elections beginning September 2002. Upon an affirmative vote on the 
article the governing body of the Town shall notify the Secretary of State, by the filing deadline established 
in RSA 655:14, of the approved times for the question to be printed on the next State General Election 
ballot. SELECTMEN RECOMMEND A YES VOTE. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend 
without further action by Town Meeting, unanticipated money from state, federal or other governmental 


unit or a private source which becomes available during the fiscal year? RSA 31:95-b SELECTMEN 
RECOMMEND A YES VOTE. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to convey any real estate acquired 
by the Town by Tax Collector’s Deed. Such conveyance shall be by deed following a public auction, or the 
property may be sold by advertised sealed bids, or may be otherwise disposed of as justice may require. 
SELECTMEN RECOMMEND A YES VOTE. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen the authority to issue tax 
anticipation notes? SELECTMEN RECOMMEND A YES VOTE. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept gifts of personal 


property other than money which may be offered to the Town for any public purpose. SELECTMEN 
RECOMMEND A YES VOTE. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 35:1 to be called the COON BROOK BRIDGE FUND. SELECTMEN RECOMMEND A YES 
VOTE. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to approve a change to the Landfill Ordinance to allow the 
institution of a modified Pay-As-You-Throw (PAYT) Program. Under this program, each household will 
receive two (2), 30-gal. Unity landfill bags or four (4), 15 gal. Unity landfill bags (or an equivalent 
combination) with each landfill permit sticker issued. A maximum of two (2) stickers may be issued per 


rig t 


household, for separate vehicles, for no fee. Households issued more than 2 stickers will be charged a fee 
of $20 per additional sticker. (This fee rule is currently in effect.) 


Following this initial handout of bags, a free bag will be given out every time an equivalent volume of 
recyclables is brought in to the Recycling Building. Recyclables, in this context, means items normally 
disposed of at the recycling building, such as plastics, cans, glass, paper and cardboard. This definition 
does not include items for the metal pile, demo pile, burn pile or used oil. In short, bring in recyclables and 
get a free bag. 


If additional bags are required beyond the number handed out in return for recyclables, or if you just need 
additional bags, they will be available for purchase at the landfill for the cost of $1 per 30-gal. equivalent. 
(i.e. 1, 30 gal. bag or 2, 15-gal. bags = $1) 


The bags shall be opaque and shall be labeled to identify them for use at the Unity Landfill. NO TRASH 
WILL BE ALLOWED TO BE DUMPED AT THE LANDFILL UNLESS IT IS IN ONE OF THE 
OFFICIAL "UNITY" BAGS. There will be a weight limit of 25 pounds per 30-gal. bag. 


Invoices will be issued for bags and other fee items at the time of payment at the landfill. Cash or checks 
will be accepted for payments. The invoices will be three (3) part forms and a record will be kept at the 
Town Office of all invoices issued to the landfill. The invoices will have space for the resident's signature, 
landfill sticker number, date, residence from where the trash came (as may apply), and the attendant's 
signature. Part 1 goes with the payment to the Town Office, Part 2 goes to the landfill attendant and Part 3 
stays with the resident. 


This modified PAYT Program shall go into effect as soon as practicable and shall be enforced by the Board 
of Selectmen, or their agents. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to approve a change to the Landfill Ordinance to allow the 
institution of charges for demo items. The specific charges would be as follows: 

$9/cubic yard 

or $16 per regular pickup load (level) 

or $12 per compact pickup load (level) 

or $20 per dump truck load (level) 

or $3 per 55-gallon drum size 

or $1 per moving box size 


$5 Mattresses, sofas, overstuffed chairs 
$2 Doors 
$1 Windows 


The landfill attendant will have the authority to estimate the volume of all materials and to assess the 
appropriate charge. 


The only materials allowed in demo will be true, C & D (construction and demolition) materials and large, 
bulky items too large to go into the compactor truck. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Town Forest under RSA 31:110 the following 
tract or parcel of land: Map 3 AS5 Lot 747, 30 acres, and to authorize the Conservation Commission to 
manage the Town Forest under the provisions of RSA 31:112:11. This involves no money. 


ARTICLE 30. To see ifthe Town will vote to rename the Town Hall Basement Fund to the Town Hall 
Building Fund, for the purpose of funding the completion of the Town Hall Basement and the Bell Tower, 
and name the Selectmen agents to expend this fund. The legal means for creating this name change are 
hereby approved with this article. 
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ARTICLE 31. To transact any other business as may come before said meeting.

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
general-purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes 
examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the general-purpose 
financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall general-purpose 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our 
opinion. 


The general-purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets 
account group, which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. As is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of 
Unity, New Hampshire has not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount 
that should be recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the 
preceding paragraph, the general-purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Town of Unity, New Hampshire, as of December 31, 
2000, and the results of its operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the 
year then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.

In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Unity, New Hampshire for the year ended 
December 31, 2000, we considered the Town's internal control structure in order to determine the 
scope of our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial 
statements. Our review of these systems was not intended to provide assurance on the internal 
control structure and should not be relied on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, 
reportable conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies 
in the design or operation of the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely 
affect the Town's ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with 
the assertions of management in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable 
condition in which the design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure 
elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts 
that would be material in relation to the financial statements being audited, may occur and not be 
detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course of performing their assigned 
functions. Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all 
matters in the internal control structure that might constitute reportable conditions and, 
accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also considered to 
be material weaknesses as defined above. 


Q We are pleased to report that, during the course of our review of internal controls, no 
material weaknesses in the Town's accounting systems and records were identified. 
Minor weaknesses or other considerations coming to our attention were generally 
procedural in nature and dealt with administrative or record keeping practices. In these 
instances, we made specific recommendations or provided instruction to those individuals 
involved during the course of our audit fieldwork.

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CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 
2000 REPORT 


This has been a very busy and productive year with the cemeteries and the 
common. All of the cemeteries received some attention, but mainly the East 
Unity Cemetery, the Center Road Cemetery and the old cemetery on Carroll 
Brook Road. In the Quaker City Cemetery brush was cut and removed, some 
stones set back up and some holes were filled in. In the North Road cemetery 
the brush was removed and mowing done. At the Unknown Soldier's grave site 
on Potato Hill, brush and blow-down was removed and the site cleaned up and 
mowed. In the others, brush and trees were removed, fill hauled in for some of 
the many holes created over the years and I am in the process of resetting 
some of the headstones which have fallen over. This is a very time consuming 
process because most of the stones are real old and much care must be taken 
not to damage them when they are reset. 


With the help of the Highway Department, The Reed Lot was cleared and 
leveled and a new tree planted to replace the one in the common which died. 
They were extremely helpful by hauling ditching fill from the roads to some of 
the cemeteries. In the East Unity Cemetery, fill has been placed in the lower 
side and we should be able to recover some lots which could never have been 
used. 


With good luck the fence along the front of the Center Road Cemetery will be 
replaced next year, being financed in part by the surplus in the budget this 
year. I am also in the process of mapping all of the cemeteries so we will have 
an accurate and scale map of all of them.

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Unity Conservation Commission Report for 2000 
The primary concerns of Unity’s Conservation Commission are: 


e Acquisition of easement protected land 
e Protection of the town’s natural resources 


The Conservation Commission is in the process of completing the Judkins easement. It was a 
four-year project and culiminated June 30, 2000 with the Sullivan County Delegation’s approval 
of the easement. With this latest acquisition the Conservation Commission will have placed into 
conservation easements approximately 530 acres of land. The list includes 42 acres of land in 
West Unity near Quaker City, 230 acres of land know as the “Mills Place” in the north end of 
town including Marshall Pond and now 258.4 acres of land in West Unity known as the 
“Judkins” property. We are so grateful for the cooperation of so many in acquiring these 
easements namely the Sullivan County Commissioners, the Selectmen, the Sullivan County 
Delegation, private landowners, and the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests. 
Also, the town has 27 acres on Bible Hill in town forest and this year we are asking for another 
30 acre parcel owned by the town to be placed in town forest. 


We continue to investigate numerous wetlands violations. Most of these violations are due to 
logging operations. We learned a lot about vernal pools from one complaint. We carefully 
review Intents-to-Cut which are filed with the Selectmen and file complaints with the Wetlands 
Bureau if necessary. Education, about wetlands, is so important the Conservation Commission 
enclosed a flyer in the Unity Newsletter for informative purposes. We have two cases 
outstanding with the Wetlands Bureau. The Acworth Conservation Commission and our 
commission share the cost of monitoring the quality of water of Crescent Lake. The dam on 
Cresent Lake was also inspected for problems. As of January 1,2000 there was a new notification 
process for seasonal docks. If you think you will be doing any excavation, dredging or filling in 
wetlands or putting in a dock on Cresent Lake the applications are available at the Town Clerk’s 
Office or on the Internet at www.des state.nh.us/wetlands or by calling the NHDES Wetlands 
Bureau at (603)271-2147. 


The annual inspection of the conservation easement on the “Mills Place” and Marshall Pond was 
completed in October as required by the Society for the Protection of NH Forests. Due to a 
variety of problems we were unable to get together with the Sullivan County Conservation 
District to complete the placing of the signs on the foot trail at Marshall Pond. Jan Heighes of 
the Sullivan County Conservation District has plans to complete this project on Arbor Day the 
27" of April 2001. 


Along with the monthly meetings held by the commission other informational meetings are 
attended whenever possible. The “Friends of Cold River” presented one such meeting. The 
meeting was held for all local officials to learn how to preserve the water quality of Cold River, 
but the same principles can be applied to all waters. Four guest panelists presented their 
particular knowledge on a subject and questions were fielded later on in the program. It proved 
to be very informative and interesting. The Wetlands Bureau presented a Multi-Media program 
at the Acworth Town Hall that was attended by two members of our commission. This gave us a 
lot more information on the laws and procedures of the Wetlands Bureau.

Statewide — The Citizens for N.H. Land and Community Heritage is in full swing and are asking 
commissions to compete for 50/S0 grants. Current Use continues with some changes. Now that 
Cold River has been designated as a protected river under the NH Rivers Management and 
Protection Program there is much to be done. As a conservation commission we keep abreast of 
the details but do not get involved as so little of Cold River is in Unity. 


We are requesting $1000 to be placed in the proposed budget for the year 2001. 


It has been a busy year but a gratifying one for the Conservation Commission. I would like to 
take this opportunity to thank all of the members for their dedication. A special thanks goes to 
Police Chief Nick Picerno for helping me out on some of the wetlands complaints. Current 
commission members are: Ethel Jarvis, Chairman; Ernie Bridge, Vice-Chairman; Jenny Wright, 
Secretary; Dick Tatem, Treasurer; and Bardy Flanders. Randy Newton and Stan Rastallis are 
Alternates.

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HEALTH AND HUMAN SERVICES 
ANNUAL REPORT 2000 


Community Alliance of Human Services administered the Town of Unity's 
Health and Human Services Program during 2000 for the fourth consecutive 
year. The collaborative working relationship we share with Town Officials has 
been central to the program's success. We feel that partnership has served the 
residents of Unity well. 


In addition to giving direct relief, we were able to compare an individual's or 
family's income, assets, and special circumstances to the eligibility guidelines 
for more than seventy State and community programs through use of the Wired 
Wizard Computer Software Program. That resource allows us to effectively 
refer individuals and families to appropriate State and local resources (fuel 
assistance programs, Temporary Assistance to Needy Families, Partners In 
Health, local food pantries, etc.). 


Funds through the town assistance program provide for the basic needs of 
individuals and families. Rent or shelter, fuel, electricity, and medical assis- 
tance are available to qualified Unity residents. Financial responsibility is an 
important aspect of the program. Residents who are determined able are re- 
quired to pay assistance monies back to the Town. 


Community Alliance was able to continue to provide financial support to Unity 
residents who did not have means to finance their much-needed dental care, as 
a result of a generous grant from the Rock Dental Clinic. 


During 2000 the Alliance continued to actively participate in and represent 
the Town on the NH Local Welfare Administrators Association. Our involve- 
ment allows us to remain knowledgeable on the many changes that have and 
continue to occur in the area of welfare reform. 


The Unity Health and Human Services office is located at the Alliance's Ad- 
ministrative Office, 46 North Main Street in Newport, NH. It is open Monday 
through Friday from 8:00 am to 4:00 pm on an on-call basis. Applications may 
be obtained at the Unity Town Office. 


We feel the partnership we have formed with the community of Unity in this 
area has been very successful and has served the residents of Unity well.

LANDFILL/RECYCLING 
2000 REPORT 


We received our annual "warning" from the State regarding the closure status of the 
landfill. As an unlined landfill, you can imagine that the State would like us to close it as 
soon as possible. However, with much larger projects in the State to deal with, our 
proposed "closure date", as set forth by the State, has always seemed distant. Now, it is 
looming closer, with the State anticipating closure work beginning in 2002 and being 
complete by 2003. We can always hope for extended time for whatever reason may seem 
appropriate, but, the reality is that the State's backlog is rapidly dwindling and they will, 
soon enough, have us at the top of their list. We urge everyone to maximize their | 
recycling efforts in order to minimize the amount of trash which requires landfilling. 

This is the only positive way to help extend our landfill's useful life. 


Our paper purchaser required this year that we begin baling our loose paper. Previously, 
we were able to bring the paper to them in large boxes (gaylords). Now, they require 
bales. With only one baler, and a small one at that, available for use, we have had to 
move gaylords of paper into storage and then back to the building for baling at a later 
date. Our purchase last year of the forklift has proven itself very worthwhile. We hope to 
lease or purchase a new, larger baler next year for improved baling capacity in the 
recycling building.

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UNITY FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
2000 Librarian's Report 


Since starting the job as librarian for the Unity Free Library on June 19, 2000, 
I have come to love the job. 


It was very hectic and I had a lot to learn, since the library had been closed for 
almost a year. There were many books that had been selected to be weeded out 
of the town collection and these were donated to the Friends of the Library for 
their annual book sale. At about the same time we received a grant of children's 
books that Mrs. Jarvis had applied for. The LIBRI foundation sent us approxi- 
mately 70 new children's books. A huge investment if we would have had to 
pay for them ourselves. The Friends of the Library donated $300 to the Libri 
Foundation and we received $1,200 worth of books. 


This was a good start for our reopening, but we had a serious space crunch. 
Our shelves were full and where would we put these new books? 


When we received another grant from the CLIF Foundation in Hanover, NH, 
which the Friends of the Library also donated $300 we received another 80 
children's books. I was in serious trouble with no place to shelve the books. 
Fred Bellimer supplied the wood and the labor and built us an 8 foot shelf that 
would fit beneath the chalkboard in the library, the only place we had space for 
new shelving. It holds well over 100 books and the early reader books are 
located there. We are grateful for any help that may come our way. 1 would also 
like to acknowledge the gift of David Wright to the Library of $100.00. The 
problem now is that we have simply run out of space and hope to relocate to the 
new property the town is buying. 


The school uses the library for classroom space in the mornings and for special 
meetings requiring privacy and quiet. At those times when the school has no 
place to hold these meetings they use the library, at which time I close the 
library to the public. I am sorry if this causes any inconvenience to towns- 
people, but it is unavoidable. 


The library offers internet access for townspeople at no cost to the town. FCG 
Networks provides free service to the Unity Free Library and we are very 
erateful for their generosity. Feel free to come in and "surf the net". 


As always we seek current bestsellers, hardback or paper, that you have read 
and wish to pass on so that others in the town may share them. We have a 
limited budget so donations are gladly accepted. 


The library also offers videos for loan at no cost. Many different topics as well 
as popular family movies are available. 


Please come in and visit soon, it is your Library, you don't have to go to Clar- 
emont or Newport and pay for library services when the Town of Unity pro- 
vides a library right in Unity. You may borrow books from other libraries at no 
cost, although sometimes the waiting period may stretch into weeks, depend- 
ing on where we may find a copy of the book you seek.

Once again we experienced a busy year, in 2000. Unity Police Officers handled 
939 incidents. | believe that the community has grown accustomed to the 
professional police services provided by the Unity Police Department. Our 
residents know that their calls will be handled with competence and proficiency. 
In addition, these calls will be handled expeditiously. Our response time 
continues to be an important asset to our commitment to the community. In 2000, 
we brought 32 criminal charges against individuals for a variety of offenses. 
Several of these crimes were felonies and the offenders were incarcerated. This 
meant several appearances before grand juries where indictments were 
obtained. We continue to work closely with the County Attorney’s office on these 
cases and the cooperation has been excellent. | continue to be the prosecutor on 
misdemeanor cases and we have been extremely successful in the District 
Court. Lastly, we brought over $2,300 in revenue back to the Town. 


Officers Scott Hagar and Mickey Michael have been doing a splendid job when | 
am off. Both of them have been involved in law enforcement for a number of 
years. Jason LeMere was appointed as our Animal Control Officer. His efforts 
and knowledge have been a significant asset in dealing with dog and animal 
issues. 


This past year | wrote a grant with the federal government for bulletproof vests. 
That grant was approved and each officer was provided with a vest, with half the 
funds being provided by the Department of Justice. A Town resident donated fifty 
percent of the remaining half. Our officers received a variety of training this year. 
This training included evidence gathering, defensive tactics, domestic violence 
response and case management. 


We work closely with the Unity Fire Department. This relationship has been 
rewarding and we both strive to provide excellent public safety services to the 
Town. In addition, we continue to work closely with Unity Elementary School, 
dealing with their needs and offering programs to the students. 


To conclude, | am proud of the accomplishments made by the Unity Police 
Department. We have demonstrated that we are an experienced and 
professional law enforcement agency. Our fine reputation in the community, as 
well as in the criminal justice community, is growing yearly. We will continue our 
commitment to community service and look forward to serving you in the future.

“Chief's Report” 


The Unity Volunteer Fire Department responded to 80 calls in the year 2000. Although our total number of 
calls is down slightly from last year, nearly all these emergencies occurred in our hometown. We responded 
less this year to surrounding communities for mutual aid service. Nation-wide, completely volunteer fire 
departments have experienced a five to nine percent drop in membership per year. Most area departments 
have changed to a pay per call system. We have been fortunate enough to maintain a strong number of 
members. As we get new members or as present members take promotions in their current employment, we 
are faced with a new obstacle. We find that employers today are less likely to allow their employees to leave 
work for emergency service calls. This has decreased the number of members we have available for daytime 
emergencies. A national survey on these situations predicts that in the next decade, we will be faced with a 
major decline in the number of members in totally volunteer departments. The Unity Volunteer Fire 
Department is always looking for new members. We meet every Wednesday evening at 7:00 p.m. and on the 
second Monday of each month at 7:00 p.m. 

Our apparatus has aged another year. Our first response engine is a 1984 and our second response engine is 
a 1958. That engine is older than your Chief is! Last year, we took one engine out of service permanently. 
Our rescue truck is almost beyond repair. I feel that it is time to replace this deteriorating equipment. We 
need safe vehicles for our members to respond with and we need modern day equipment to battle modern 
day emergencies. I hope that we will have the support of the town citizens and taxpayers to begin 
replacement of our trucks this year. 

Again, this year, we added some new equipment to our inventory. We now have equipment to monitor and 
measure carbon monoxide. We have replaced some of our older radios with new and stronger ones. We 
added items that make the work of the firefighters a little safer. These additions and improvements would not 
have been possible if it was not for the generous people who gave a little extra from their pockets. 
Approximately twenty five percent of our expense budget is still comes from fund raising activities and 
donations. The members and I wish to express a sincere thank-you to all those who have donated to our 
department. 

In the year 2000, we again maintained a strong professional working relationship with the Unity Police 
Department. Chief Picerno is extremely cooperative when we need his assistance during emergencies. His 
barbecue grill has also been a major gathering point for those who show up early to work meetings. Thanks 
Nick! 

This last paragraph is dedicated to the men and women who currently serve under my supervision as 
members of The Unity Volunteer Fire Department. In the years 1999 and 2000, you were called upon to 
manage some of the more tragic emergencies occurring in the town of Unity in over a decade. These 
incidents were surely out of the ordinary for our little town. I would like to say that at these times you have 
demonstrated high standards of professional conduct. Your courage and strength is indeed admirable. I am 
grateful for your loyalty.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the state. Each 
town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire 
suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 2000 fire season was 
below average as referenced in the statistics below. Despite this, our network of fire towers and detection 
patrols were still quite busy with the fire towers being first to report over 135 fires. These fires were quickly 
and accurately reported to the local fire department for their prompt and effective suppression efforts. 
Wildland fires occurring in areas where homes are situated in the woodlands are a serious concern for both 
landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space 
around them and making sure that houses are properly identified with street numbers. Please contact the 
Forest Protection Bureau to request a brochure to assist you in assessing fire safety around your home and 
woodlands. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden 
or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are 
required for any open burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the burning will be 
done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable 
for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, 
Forest Protection Bureau. Forest Rangers have investigated numerous complaints regarding violations of the 
timber harvest and forest fire laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any 
questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217, or for general 
information visit our website at www.dred.state.nh.us . 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. 
This early detection system and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire departments. 
These factors are critical in controlling the size of wildland fires, keeping the loss of property and suppression 
costs as low as possible. Due to permitting and fire safety concerns, please contact your local fire department 
BEFORE using portable outdoor fire places and vessels, including those constructed of clay, concrete or wire 
mesh. 

Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY outside burning.

It seems that everywhere we look we see or read something about technology 
and its impact on our lives. Increasingly we communicate, shop, investigate and learn 
online. During the past year, Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association has 
invested resources and time to educate staff so that we can use technology to its best 
advantage in caring for patients in their homes. Since so much of what we do involves 
the healing touch you might wonder why we would invest so heavily in technology. Our 
mission at Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association is to provide home health 
services that will preserve the dignity and independence of those for whom we provide 
care. Technology is one tool that supports that mission. 


Over the past year, we have spent a great deal of time preparing for a change in 
Medicare reimbursement going from a cost-reimburse system to a prospective payment 
system (PPS). This is the first major change to Medicare since it was initiated in 1965. 
Under PPS each patient must receive a comprehensive assessment called OASIS, a 
questionnaire involving over 100 questions about the patient’s clinical status, functional 
status and need for therapy. From those questions, a payment for an episode of care 
lasting up to 60 days is determined. One of our major concerns was to ensure that we 
provided technology that would allow the nurses and therapists to collect this 
information, but have the time needed to actually provide care to the patient. Over the 
summer, all clinicians have been trained and received laptop computers. This allows the 
staff access to the most up to date information on each patient and allows administration 
to have the data necessary for regulatory and reporting purposes. 


We have also invested in state of the art technology 
or contracted with other providers to bring the latest 
in clinical advances to your home. As patients leave 
the hospital more quickly or have operative 
procedures done on an outpatient basis, more 
technology is needed in the home. This technology 
enhances patient care, improves efficiency and 
lowers costs. Technology can allow a terminally ill 
child to be at home with his family or can allow an 
adult needing intravenous therapy to continue going 
to work. 


During the past year we have also invested in training and in competency assessment 
for our staff to ensure that their assessment and treatment skills are of the highest 
quality to meet patient needs. We have specialists on staff in the areas of cardiology, 
wound care, diabetes, pediatrics and hospice. All of our clinical staff and the support 
staff back at the office are committed to achieving the best outcome for each and every 
patient we see. We are gratified by the strong community support we receive and by the 
comments on our care submitted by patients and families. 


In fulfilling its mission, Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association provided a 
number of community benefits for residents of Merrimack and Sullivan counties in 
addition to charity care in excess of $75,000. 

e Administered the Lifeline Personal Response System for 208 individuals 
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e Provided weekly Parent Child Support Group sessions for 40 families, 
including free child care and transportation, if needed 

e Presented community education programs on CPR, first aid, Sudden Infant 
Death Syndrome, Caregiver Training and others 

e Trained 10 new Hospice Volunteers and provided continuing education for 16 
established volunteers 

e Participated in community health fairs 

e Provided clinical experiences for 12 nursing students and special project sites 
and internships for nursing, business and social work students 

e Provided meeting room space for outside groups 

e Distributed weather emergency information and File of Life kits to each 
patient admitted to LSRVNA services 

e Provided medication assistance and preventive dental care for needy children 

e Provided storage space and distributed food for the Kearsarge Food Pantry 

e Offered job shadowing opportunities for students from local high schools, 
technical schools, colleges and universities

During the past year 38 residents of the town of Unity utilized the services of Lake 
Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association. Our Home Care program provided 790 
visits to 12 patients. The Long-term Care program provided 695 hours of care to 2 
patients. Influenza vaccine was administered to 24 residents. 


All of us at Lake Sunapee Region VNA thank you for your support, and look forward to 


providing home health, hospice and community services for the residents of Unity in the 
coming year.

We at Sullivan County Hospice are requesting $250 from the Town of Unity. 


Sullivan County Hospice has been in existence since 1984. We are a volunteer agency, 
governed by a 12 member Board of Directors, all of whom reside in Sullivan County. 


Our mission is to provide practical and emotional support to terminally ill patients and 
their families within Sullivan County. The majority of the individuals we serve are home 
hospice patients, who have decided to remain at home under the care of their families. It 
is in this setting that we provide most of our services. However, we have the flexibility 
to follow and serve our patients and their families in a hospital or nursing home setting, 
as well. Our volunteers are fully trained in areas such as death and dying, the grieving 
process, active listening and universal precautions. A few of the ways our volunteers 
provide practical support include respite for caregivers, running errands and light meal 
preparation. Our volunteers also provide emotional support to both the patient and their 
family, by being available to listen and offer reassurance and encouragement. 


Our referrals come from doctors, nurses, visiting nurse associations, discharge planners, 
as well as from family members or patients themselves. Our only requirements for 
service are that the patient be terminally ill and that they reside in Sullivan County. We 
accept all referrals on that basis and there is never a charge for our service. 


In addition to providing volunteer services, Sullivan County Hospice offers a 
bereavement support group. This group is scheduled for six sessions a year, each lasting 
a period of five weeks. These groups are open to anyone working through the grieving 
process. 


We thank you in advance for your consideration. We hope that you will continue to 
support our work with your financial contribution, as we continue in our efforts to 
support the terminally ill and their families in Sullivan County.

This 
does not include the cost of the meal itself. 


The State of New Hampshire pays a portion of the cost for meal deliveries. Client donations 
average about a dollar per meal. Sullivan Nutrition must rely on local governments for the 
remaining cost. We request that you include an item in your budget for $700.00 to help defray the 
cost to Sullivan Nutrition.

Article 3. To receive reports of Town Officers and take action thereon. 

Moderator, John Callum Jr. asked if the selectmen have any business they want to bring up? The Moderator 
recognized selectman Randall Bragdon and tured the floor over to him. Randall Bragdon points out a couple of 
corrections to the town report. At the back on page 84 letter from Southwestern community Services it is a 
form letter if you read the second paragraph 802 citizens of Troy. Should be 71 citizens in the Town of Unity 
they have sent a correction to us. A clarification on page 46 last line item Fire Department voted budget 
$27,500 expenditures $28,900 and $1,400 in parentheses is the rent for the police office. It should have come 
out of the police department budget. Above this the police department shows an under budget of $922. If you 
put the $1,400 with $38,803 the Police went over the budget by $478. The correct budget amount for the fire 
department is $27,500. Motion made by Randall Bragdon and seconded by Mary Gere to accept reports as 
revised on Article 3. 


Randall Bragdon added I would like anyone with questions for the auditor to address him at this time. 
Moderator asks if there are any other issues? Moderator recognizes Ethel Jarvis. Ethel Jarvis asks about the 
audit on page 45 under liabilities and equity you have due to the Unity Library $2,776.54. Ethel Jarvis asks 
Paul Mercier would that amount be payable to the Library? I was asked to speak for the Library Trustees. This 
is a Standard procedure when there is an amount left over in the budget the amount should go to the Trustees. 
Do they get the full amount ordinarily? Paul answered not necessarily guaranteed. 

Mary Gere stated if I remember correctly the encumbered funds were from salaries that did not get paid out. 
Randall Bragdon answered that money doesn’t automatically get reverted to the fund it has to be encumbered to 
a purpose. The question does this happen on a regular basis, No. Ethel Jarvis asked is the surplus from this 
year added to what is encumbered? Paul Mercier replied yes the surplus is added in to the encumbered figure. 


Ethel Jarvis stated I would like to direct this to the Moderator or the Selectmen about page 45 on the Town Hall 
basement. Reserved out for Town Hall basement project is $12,066.33 on item 49 and Town Hall basement 
$58,233 item 30. Now you have a total of $70,299.17 for the basement and the Town Hall. Do you still have 
full intention of spending this amount of money on the Town Hall basement? Randall Bragdon answered our 
goal was to finish town hall basement last year, roughly we have $60,000 in this fund. Randall Bragdon stated 
we do not want to fix the basement until we can stop the skylights from leaking. We do not know what it will 
cost; the bids we received were extraordinarily high. The money will stay there for improvements. Ethel Jarvis 
asked will the state let you take the skylights out, do you have a letter from the state of New Hampshire? 
Randall Bragdon answered we are not taking the skylights out, just replace them with something more 
attractive. The skylights have been a problem with leaks and there have been comments from people that they 
do not go with this building. We agree there should be natural light in the basement. At this time we do not 
have a letter from the state, I will have to look into this. 


Ethel Jarvis stated I have one more question on page 52 Robert Banks income on of these pages 33, 34, 35, 39, 
31, working for firewarden, cemeteries, parks and recreations, police department, town office, is there another 
Robert Banks besides the selectman. I don’t think he should be working in the following jobs: firewarden, 
cemeteries, parks and recreations, police department and treasurer of Old Home Day. I think it is a conflict of 
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interest. It’s not personal. Do not think a selectmen should be working for all of these departments? Other 
towns do not do this. Randall Bragdon said I will address this for the board as we allot the funds. Ethel Jarvis 
corrected Randall no we the town people allot the funds. Mr.Bragdon replied yes, the town does allot the funds. 
Randall Bragdon commented we put out a request at $6.50 an hour for the parks and recreation department. No 
one wanted to do this job for $6.50 hourly rate. Robert Banks was willing to do the job for this rate. We paid 
him accordingly. I don’t know if being a selectmen means you can not do work for the town, I hope this is not 
the case. A lot of us get our income from the town; we as a board do not have problem with this. Sometimes 
you see numbers that are reimbursement for items we bought. We are full aware of the funds we paid Mr. 
Banks. Ethel Jarvis asked how could you tell someone that is on the same board, they are not doing the job 
correctly? Ethel Jarvis asked are you planning hire Mr. Banks again? Problem with selectman and conflict of 
interest. Is it not a conflict of interest? No other town hires selectmen to do the work. Mary said on page 39 
reimbursement not a salary; we actively seek someone to do the cemeteries and parks recreation. George Dunn 
said he would volunteer but would not accept the job. Peter Champney also volunteered but would not accept 
the job, only doing it for one time. Two people interested in the job, one did not return the other one did not 
want the job for the $6.50 an hour. Robert Banks started these items before I became a selectmen, brake in 
police department. Old Home Day | year before selectmen. Is this your second year. Bob Banks not do this 
again. Other questions motion to accept as revised. Vote was affirmative. Any questions for the Auditor? 
Moderator excuses Paul Mercier free to go thank you for coming. 


Article _4.. Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to be added to the Capital 
Reserve Cemetery Land Trust already established. Motion was made by Mary Gere and seconded by Randall 
Bragdon. Randall Bragdon stating the amount now in the fund is $6,646.76 would like $1,000 added to this for 
purchasing cemetery land. James Romer questioned if the statement after each article is illegal per the RSA’s? 
Selectmen recommend a yes vote. Randall Bragdon said he would look into RSA allowing us to do this in the 
town report. Mr. Romer asked if it is the circumstances for the partitioned articles only? Mary Gere addressed 
the question to Mr. Romer, I agree with you I have argued this before I was a selectman. This is the format that 
DRA gives us when we put a price figure in we are required to put recommend or does not recommend. If you 
can find the RSA stating that we do not have to do this, I would like it to use as an argument. 


DRA tells us to put this in as Selectmen Recommend a yes vote presenting as a board we do not have away 
around it.

Capital Reserve Fund already established for Landfill Closure. Motion was made by Randall Bragdon and 
seconded by Mary Gere. Randall Bragdon stated currently we have $176,111.75 in this fund. We have dropped 
this amount it was $40,000 each year. Monitoring wells | or 2 increased levels of contaminants. When the State 
sees those kinds of levels they start serially consider closing. A month ago before the results came back we were 
looking at a schedule of the year 2002. With these results it’s possible the state will come back in 2 or 3 months 
to close the landfill. The State has not as of today addressed this with us. Randall Bragdon explained we have a 
letter from our engineer on closure costs a year ago were $400,000 to $450,000. The engineer sent a letter this 
year based on closures they have done in the past year or so pushed up to $600,000 to $650,000. Tack on design 
costs other factors it could be well over $700,000. We will have to deal with the closure as it comes in, just 
wanted to make sure everyone is aware of this. Gata Hudson asked what are the contaminants? Randall 
Bragdon read from the 2™ paragraph, there are several chemical compounds, which have increased considerable 
in the last 2 rounds of monitoring. This has been a trend. Ethel Jarvis asked where is well # 4? Mary Gere 
replied it’s mid way south side of the metal pile. Vote was taken to accept Article 7. Vote was taken to accept 
Article 7 by show of yellow cards. Vote was affirmative. 
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Article 8 Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000 to be added to the 
Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of a new Fire Truck. Motion made by Randall Bragdon seconded by 
Robert Banks. Randall Bragdon reported the funds total is $8,969.21. At least a couple more years we should 
be able to buy the fire truck. Bruce Baker commented the prices are going up between $2,000 and $6,000 since 
the starting of this fund. Motion made by Randall Bradgon and seconded by Robert Banks. Vote was taken to 
accept Article 8. Vote was affirmative. 


Article 9, | Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $40,000 to be added to the 
Capital Reserve Fund already established for capital improvements to Lear Hill Road and name the Selectmen 
agents to expend the Fund. Motion made by Randall Bragdon and seconded by Robert Banks. Randall Bragdon 
stated currently we have $109,657 in the capital reserve fund Lear Hill Road. $200,000 expected amount to 
repair from Unity Springs Road to Goshen line. Have invested $10,000 or $20,000 already to some blasting 
and culvert repairs. Hopefully doing something next summer if we get the final funding next year. Larry 
Wiggins asked do the selectmen intend to reclaim and pave the road? Randall Bragdon answered I don’t 
believe that last time we talked about reclaiming the entire road? Reclaiming means ripping up the asphalt, 
laying it back down and repaving. Randall Bragdon said we will do some reclaiming and paving. The worse 
areas lay down fabric other part will be able to get away with shimming and paving. 


Hint too expensive to do all of this road. Larry Wiggins stated this is cost efficient doing the shimming and 
paving but should do the job right so it will last. If it cost more but would be better in the long run. Larry 
Wiggins said asphalt on the dump road we should invest the proper way not alittle here and there; it is not a 
good practice. Randy Bragdon talked about the Mica Mine Road we invested $43,000 to skim and pave; if we 
did it completely would have cost more money. Larry Wiggins stated I did not see an article to spend the 
$40,000? I don’t understand how we spent the money without knowing it. Mary Gere said we had incumbent 
$9,000 last year. Larry Wiggins asked where did the total of $43,000 come from? Randall Bragdon stated-we 
had a highway department budget for Mica Mine Road we had set aside $30,000 over the last couple of years. 
We overspent by $10,000. Larry Wiggins said I believe if we are going to spend $40,000 on a road it should be 
in an article. Lear Hill road should be done correctly and appropriately. Larry Wiggins said put $30,000 away 
for 3 years have it done right. Do it right the first time. $20,000 or $50,000 more is needed to do this right. 
Not spend any money unless we the people know and want to vote on it as an article. 

Vote was taken to accept Article 9. Vote was affirmative. 


Article 10. |Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 to be added to the 
Capital Reserve Fund already established for future revaluation. Motion made by Randall Bragdon and 
seconded by Mary Gere. Randall Bragdon stated the total in this fund is $10,175. This article was started a 
few years ago looking to a revaluation in 2002. $40,000 for the complete job to be done, this was an estimate 2 
years ago. Ethel Jarvis asked what is the percentage at now? Randall Bragdon said it was at 103%. Vote was 
taken to accept Article 10. Vote was affirmative. 


Article 11. | To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $165,000 to be added to the 
Capital Reserve Fund already established for a new Town Office Building. Motion made by Randall Bragdon 
seconded by Robert Banks. 


Randall Bragdon informed the voters the new town office plans are on the walls around the hall. Town Meeting 
last year there seemed to be interest in building a new town office, $35,000 was appropriated at that time. At 
last years town meeting we had a figure of $170,000 to $200,000 as an estimate. We have received 2 bids 
quotes of $203,000 and $246,000. With the new town office this would free up room at the school to split up 
the 6" and 7" grades into separate classrooms. The new building would house the Town Clerk, Tax Collector, 
Secretary, Selectman’s conference room, Police (department & garage), and Library. If we pull out just the 
town office it would not free up room in the school for another classroom. If both the town office and the library 
were to move it would give the school the room they wanted for this year. There had been talk about fixing the 
basement for the town office (Town Clerk, Tax Collector, and Secretary) but there is a problem with moisture 
and humidity for the storage of paper. Randall Bragdon said I believe with all our warrant articles passed our 
tax rate would increase by $0.11. If the only reason for voting against the building is the $0.11 rate increase, I 
would gladly go back to article 7 and it by $10,000. I would like to know why you would vote against this, we 
need to know the attitude of the public. Larry Wiggins asked why couldn’t we use the downstairs for the town 
office? Randall Bragdon explained there are problems with the space, a certain amount of space must be 
available for community services programs. We could put theTown Clerk and Secretary downstairs but we 
would need to put in bathrooms, air-condition units and dehumidifiers. Foundation problems and being in the 
cellar it has moisture problems. Larry Wiggins states if we have the space downstairs I don’t think the drainage 
is a great problem. There was quite a bit of discussion on this subject. 
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Ed Gregory said I want the school to have the space, but do not want to rush into anything right now. Reed 
property has 3600 square feet the lot is150x100 and 0.4 acres. This is a very small lot it also sets between two 
houses with no privacy for the property owners or the Town Office. With no room for expansion, what’s going 
to happen to the town office when we out grow it? Ask selectmen to purchase another piece of property with 3 
acres this would give us room for expansion. 


Moderator called for an intermission at 2:10 p.m. The meeting was called back to order at 2:26 p.m. 

Edward Gregory offered an amendment in writing, “ To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $165,000 to be added to the Capital Reserve Fund already established for a new Town Office Building. 
And to use this fund to purchase property developed or not, for said building with minimum size of approx. 3 
acres. And to name the selectmen agents to this fund to expend monies for the purpose of acquiring land or 
entering into agreements and starting construction of said building.” 

Motion made By Edward Gregory to amend article 11 and seconded by Wilfred Boutin. 

Vote was taken for an amendment to Article 11. Ballot vote was taken No26 Yes 66. The amendment has 
passed. 


Randall Bragdon said the Selectman would like to purpose an amendment to the article 11.“ To see if the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $125,000 to be added to the Capital Reserve Fund already 
established for a new Town Office Building. And to use this fund to purchase property developed or not, for 
said building with minimum size of approx. 3 acres. And to name the selectmen agents to this fund to expend 
monies for the purpose of acquiring land or entering into agreements and starting construction of said building.’ 
Vote was taken for an amendment to Article 11. Ballot vote was take No 12 Yes 76. The amendment has 
passed. 

Vote to accept amended Article 11. Ballot vote was taken No 26 Yes 63. It has passed.

rti 2.: Tosee if the Town will vote to raise the cost of Cemetery lots from $50.00 each to $100.00 each. 
Motion made by Randall Bragdon and seconded by Mary Gere. Randall Bragdon stated we currently have a 
cemetery system setup, contributions go to the perpetual care fund, and we use the interest from this fund. In 
reality the interest from this fund does not come close to paying for the care of the cemeteries. With this 
increase we hope to off set the amount of money raised for the cemeteries, parks and recreation departments. 
Mary Gere stated on page 51 there is a list of the perpetual care. Vote was taken to accept Article 12. Vote was 
affirmative. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will authorize the establishment of a Trust Fund, pursuant to RSA 31:19-a to 
be called Cemetery Perpetual Care Trust Fund and to transfer one half of the amount collected for each lot sold 
to this fund and name the Selectmen agents to expend the interest only of this fund. Vote was taken to accept 
Article 13. Vote was affirmative.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Unity School District as 
of and for the year ended June 30, 2000 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose 
financial statements are the responsibility of the School District’s management. Our responsibility is 
to express an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the 


overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our 
Opinion. — 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets 
account group which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. As is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Unity School 
District has not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be 
recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the 
preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Unity School District as of June 30, 2000, and the results 
of its operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust fund for the year then ended in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles.

Such 
information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose 
financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the 
general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

HUNDRED EIGHTY-THREE THOUSAND THREE HUNDRED THIRTY-NINE 
DOLLARS ($1,583,339) for the support of the schools, for the salaries of district 
officials, agents, and employees, for the payment of statutory obligations, and to 
authorize the application against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be 
received from the State equalization fund and building fund, together with other income, 
the School board to certify to the Selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriations, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the Town. Under RSA 
32, budgets must be voted upon in total. The above amount represents the main 
operating budget of $1,542,145 plus $41,194 for federal funds. Motioned by Gata 
Hudson, seconded by Chris Eaton. Chris motioned to amend the budget by $5,987 due to 
a typographical error on Mrs. Smith’s Health Care. Bob Trabka seconded this motion, 
which would bring the Main Budget total to $1,577,352. Amendment to Article III 
Passed. Chris Eaton Explained the budget to the District. He spoke of the Special 
District Meeting, of the rising costs in Health Care, and of our needs on Special 
Education. Sharon Companion suggested we should consider transporting grades 5™ thru 
8" to Newport or Claremont Schools. Moderator Bragdon suggested that she present this 
to the School Board to be checked into. After much discussion about Tuition Costs, Tax 
Rates, and New Equipment, ballot vote was taken on Article IJ] as Amended. Article III 
failed with a ballot vote of 23 yes and 40 no. Moderator Bragdon suggested that we 
could continue through the other Warrant Articles or that someone could requesta 
reconsideration of Article III. Attorney Mike Fuerst explained the impact of voting down 
the Main Budget and that our options are to motion to reconsider or to recess this meeting 
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to another date. Fred Bellimer motioned to reconsider Article III, seconded by Ed 
Gregory. 


Article IV (Teachers’ Contract) 

To see if the District will vote to approve the cost items included in the collective 
bargaining agreement reached between the Unity School Board and the Unity Education 
Association, which calls for the following increase in salaries and benefits:

2000-01 $17,117 


and further to raise and appropriate the sum of SEVENTEEN THOUSAND ONE 
HUNDRED SEVENTEEN DOLLARS ($17,117) for the 2000-01 fiscal year, such sum 
representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits over 
those of the appropriation at current staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year. Motioned 
by Chris Eaton, seconded by Gata Hudson. Chris Eaton explained that our teacher’s 
salaries were the 3“ lowest in the State and that we also had high health costs. After 
much discussion Article IV failed by ballot vote of 27 yes and a 40 no. Laura Fissette 
motioned to reconsider Article IV, seconded by Elizabeth Woodbury. By Hand Vote, 
reconsideration of Article IV failed. 


Article V: (School Library) 

To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of THIRTY-TWO 
THOUSAND DOLLARS ($32,000), such amount to cover salary and benefits for one 
additional teacher, contingent upon the Town of Unity moving the existing Town library, 
_ presently housed within the Unity Elementary School, to a new facility thereby creating 
an additional room. Motioned by Gata Hudson, seconded by Bob Trabka. By Ballot 
Vote Article V failed with a 20 yes and a 40 no vote. At this ttrme Andee White made a 
motion to recess the meeting this was seconded by Laura Fissette. By Hand Vote motion 
failed. 


Article VI: (Window Replacement) 

To see if the District will vote to appropriate the sum of TWENTY THOUSAND 
DOLLARS ($20,000) for the replacement of certain windows in the school and any 
necessary carpentry that may be involved and to authorize the withdrawal of 
FOURTEEN THOUSAND DOLLARS ($14,000) from the capital Reserve Fund to apply 
to this project. The balance of SIX THOUSAND DOLLARS ($6,000) is to be raised 
through general taxation. Motioned by Gata Hudson, seconded by Robert Trabka. Alan 
Damron explained the Capital Reserve Fund to the District. By ballot vote Article VI 
passed with 55 yes and a 9 no vote. 


Article VII: (To Establish a Special Education Expendable Trust Fund) 

To see if the District will vote to create an expendable trust fund under the provisions of 
RSA 198:20-c, to be known as the Special Education Fund, for the purpose of paying any 
future unanticipated costs concerning the providing of Special Education services. 
Furthermore, to name the School Board as agents to expend from this fund, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of FFVE HUNDRED DOLLARS ($500) toward this purpose. 
(Majority Vote required.) Motioned by Chris Eaton, seconded by Gata Hudson. Allen 
Damren explained the Trust Fund to the District. By ballot vote Article VII passed with a 
45 yes and an 18 no vote. 
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Article VII (To Establish a High School Tuition Expendable Trust Fund) 

To see if the District will vote to create an expendable trust fund under the provisions of 
RSA 198:20-c, to be known as the High School Tuition Fund, for the purpose of paying 
any future unanticipated costs concerning high school tuition. Furthermore, to name the 
school board as agents to expend from this fund, and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS ($500) toward this purpose. (Majority vote required.) 
Motioned by Gata Hudson, seconded by Bob Trabka. By ballot vote Article VIII passed 
with a 42 yes and a 20 no vote. 


Article IX: (District Officer Compensation) 

To determine and fix the salaries of school district officers as follows: school board 
members at $500 per member, school district treasurer at $300, school district moderator 
at $35 per meeting, and school district clerk at $50 per meeting. Motioned by Fred 
Bellimer, seconded by Ed Gregory. By hand vote Article IX passed. 


Reconsideration of Article III the Main Budget, as was amended, of $1,577,352. Fred 
Bellimer motioned to amend Article III for a total of $1,500,000 main budget, seconded 
by Sharon Companion. Fred proposed that the School board cut costs across the board. 
Ballot vote on amendment to Article III Passed by a 39 yes and a 23 no vote. 


Article III as amended with a $1,500,000 main budget. Jim Romer urges the District to 
recess and reschedule to give the School Board time to redo the budget. Mary Gere 
suggests passing as is and requesting a Special Meeting if needed. Mike Fuerst explained 
to the District the difficulty and purpose for requesting a Special Meeting. Bob McDevitt 
motioned to amend Article III for a total of $1,541,194 Main Budget, seconded by Kelly 
Simpson. Bob explained that this would give the School Board a little more working 
room. Kelly explained that the budget was actually as tight as it could be, do to High 
School Tuitions. By ballot vote amendment to Article III passed by a 46 yes and a 16 no 
vote. 


The District then voted on Article IIJ as amended with a Main Budget of $1,541,194. By 
ballot vote Article III passed by a 51 yes and an 11 no vote. 


Article X: (Other Business) 
Fred Bellimer moved to adjourn, seconded by John Callum. 


After the meeting ballots were counted. Results are as follows: 


School Board Member for 3 years: Bill Schroeter with 54 votes. 

Moderator for 1 year: Randall Bragdon with 48 votes, also 1 vote each Jason Lemere, 
Steven Fish, Fred Bellimer, and Ken Hall. 

Treasurer for 1 year: Carole Carley with 52 votes, also with 1 vote each Cheri Lemere 
and Todd Gregory. 

Clerk for 1 year: Jody Race with 6 votes, Laura Fissette and Susan Schroeter with 4 
votes, Rosemary Heino with 3 votes, Gata Hudson with 2 votes and with 1 vote each 
Steve Hathaway, Maggie Hall, Mary Hall, Kelly Simpson, Laurel Eaton, Donna 
Sweetser, Paul Gere, Jason Lemere, and Todd Gregory.

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The lifestyle of the American family is significantly changing. The proportionate 
number of working mothers and single parent families has increased significantly. 

As a 
result of these and other changes, new and different community and school-based 
programs are needed to meet the needs of our children. As a Superintendent of 
Schools, | perceive that the development of before and after-school programs is 
critical. Our own experience as well as research points to the fact that as quality 
before and after-school programs are implemented, student’s academic success as 
well as their ability to avoid temptations are increased. This year, Mrs. Grumman has 
made an effort to provide additional after-school programs. | believe that these 


programs deserve greater support than they are presently receiving. 


This year, the Claremont School District is working with Yale University on a project 
entitled Schools of the 21" Century. This project is not simply another school program; 
it is an effort that brings the entire community together to survey the needs of children 
and then determine how the community may cohesively work to enrich and protect 
their most precious resource: children. Mrs. Karen Dewey is the coordinator of the 
program. Community, civic and church groups as well as private citizens should study 
the project and decide if it is worthy of support from the Unity community. Mrs. Dewey 
is located at the Sugar River Valley Regional Technical Center’s Child Care Center. 


Mrs. Dewey would welcome the opportunity to discuss the program with Unity folks. 


Our focused work on curriculum continues. As mentioned in previous annual reports, 


our essential objectives are as follows: 


1. To develop a curriculum format (guide) aligned with state and national 


standards.

ep To select materials to implement the curriculum. 

3. To provide training to teachers and administrators in respect to the curriculum 
and instructional materials. 

4. To provide teachers and administrators an opportunity to identify instructional 
strategies needed to implement the new curriculum and materials. 

5: To devise aecountabiee systems to monitor student progress and access the 
strengths and weaknesses of the curricula. 

6. To develop administrative methods that will empower teachers and 
administrators to monitor the progress of meeting the challenges of a modern 


curriculum. 


This year, we have implemented a new mathematics program, “Everyday Math.” The 
program is aligned with both state and national standards. This curriculum 
improvement follows the adaptations in language arts and science of the previous two 
years. Next year, we shall be working on a new social studies curriculum and the 
preliminary study for a new health curriculum. A curriculum council has been formed 
to monitor and support this important effort. There are many highly qualified 


professionals, parent and private citizens who live in Unity. We encourage Unity 


citizens to become members of the Curriculum Council and work on this most exciting 
endeavor. Please feel free to call upon our Curriculum Director, Dr. Wendy Siebrands, 


for further information about the Council.

As special 
education costs and high school tuition continued to rise, our teachers’ 
contract was voted down in march of 2000 and the budget was cut by 
$40,000. We found ourselves in a helpless situation as our state officials 
were unable to muster the courage to address the state educational funding 
crisis and the “Claremont Decision”. Possibly, they will find the fortitude 
to deal with this soon, and the cost of education for a small town like 
Unity will become manageable. 


On the positive side, we received an anonymous gift of $40,000 that was 
wonderfully helpful. The gift was targeted at some very important areas 
like classroom materials, field trips, computers, and the building. I 
personally have enjoyed being on the Technology Committee, trying to 
come up with a plan to bring some new technology skills into the school. 


Also, a group of citizens, started a fund-raising effort called “I Support 
Unity Teachers!” and raised quite a bit of money that was distributed to 
the staff in response to the rejection of the teachers’ contract. The School 
Board would like to thank the members of the staff who have stuck with 
us. We very much appreciate the work you do and the challenges you 
face. : | 


The classroom curriculum reconstruction is now mainly complete. This 
has been a huge effort that took the combined efforts of the students, 
parents, teachers, principal and the SAU staff. We have already seen 
significant gains in standardized test scores from this work. I would like 
to personally thank Superintendent Robert Patterson for leading this effort 
that so many before him failed to accomplish. Good luck on your 
retirement Bob — you will be missed.

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ANNUAL PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
UNITY ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
1999-2000 

Throughout the 1999-2000 school year, the staff of Unity Elementary 
School focused on two major issues: effective application of the curricula 
and providing opportunities for students to develop habits of good 
citizenship. A new Language Arts program was purchased for grades one 
through five, and piloting for mathematics or social studies was done in 
most classrooms. A school-wide Spelling Bee was held in the Spring at 
the Town Hall. Traditional civic activities included a Peer Outreach 
Sharing Tree, the St. Jude’s Hospital Math-a-Thon, and the annual 
Memorial Day ceremony at the Center Road Cemetery. 
More improvements were made to the facility, such as the repair of some 
lighting and plumbing fixtures, replacement of some door knobs and 
locks, and the Prerlianen of a sanitary seal on the well. 
The PTC sponsored many enjoyable events including the Winter 
Enrichment Program, a Barn Dance, an Open House Pot Luck Dinner and 
Penny Sale, and five unforgettable days of special treatment of the staff 
during Teacher Appreciation Week. 
The Unity Volunteer Fire Department assisted the school in fulfilling the 
state-mandated ten fire drills and shared its expertise during Fire 
Prevention Week with its annual presentation of films, information, and 
tours of the department’s trucks. Several members of the UVFD also held 
a CPR course for the staff at the school. 
Several guidance programs were utilized last year. From “Kids & 
Company” for the younger grades to “My Life As a Substance Abuser” 
with Tim Berger for the older, the presentations aimed to equip our 


students to make good, informed decisions. D.A.R.E. was back at U.E.S. 
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as well as Women’s Supportive Services, and the purchase of a Conflict 
Resolution program was made possible through a donation from the 


Quaker Friends of Unity. 


Enrollment at the school ranged from 119 to 122 throughout the year.

We are writing you to express our deep concern regarding the failure of the 
United States government to fully fund the costs associated with special education. As 
school board members for the town of Unity, we are presently wrestling with a school 
budget that shows a decrease for all expense categories, considered as a whole, for 
operating our school, with the exception of special education. What's the result? A 
property tax increase projected to be 32%. Unity is a small community, with good, hard 
working residents, operating one grade 1-8 school. Tax increases like the one facing us 
are simply not fair or sustainable. If cuts to the budget need to be made, they invariably 
come from regular programs or maintenance, exactly the areas that need to be 
strengthened, not cut. Please help us by getting legislation passed that will fulfill the 
promises made, but not kept, to fund special education expenses at 40%. 

We would be more than happy to meet with you or a representative from your 
office to discuss the Unity School District, our challenges, and how best you can help us 
in Unity. Thank you for your time and attention. We look forward to receiving your reply 
and working with us to help resolve this unfair matter.
